On Sunday, June 29, 
starting at 6:30 P.M. there will be the 
added attraction of a concert by 
Westfield’s Community Chorus, 
under the direction of Harold Hud- 
son, and the American Legion Band. 
This is one of the many events 
scheduled as part of Westfield’s 
300th anniversary celebration. 

Directional signs will be placed at 
Strategic points along the route. The 
Assoc’n also has a supply of 
brochures available upon request, and 
without charge, that give a short 
history of the Laurel Drive and 
suggested routes to follow. Requests 
for these brochures should be mailed 
to the Association at P.O. Box 232, 
Huntington, Mass., 01050.

To prevent the neighbors from 
viewing us with upraised brow, we 
spend considerable time pampering 
the dandelions in the lawn. 

Perhaps you never thought of 
standard lawn care as pampering 
dandelions and assuring the future of 
this rather puny plant. Or, possibly 
you never thought of the dandelion 
as a weak competitar among plants. 

The truth is, however, that the 
dandelion follows man and would 
have a difficult time establishing 
itself without his help. Wherever the 
dandelion thrives, man has been there 
first smoothing the path for this 
foreign invader. 

The average scrawny lawn looks 
somewhat better when dandelions 
begin unfurling golden flowers. In 
fact, the dandelion is amond the 
more exquisite blossoms to be found 
around the house and few garden 
plants, no matter how expensive 
produce cither such profuse or high 
quality flowers. So, when we combat 


the dandelion, we obviously are , 


looking for something besides beauty 
in our surroundings. Perhaps it ‘is 
social acceptance we seek, since 
purveyors of dandelion eradicating 
chemicals bear down heavily upon 
the flower as a social sin. 

In the era before grass seed 
companies grasped the big picture 
and began selling “lawns” instead of 
seed, man lived somewhat more 
simply with dandelions. In fact, he 
found the plant a bounty -- and ate 
the green leaves that now are 
considered a blight. New dandelion 
leaves make an excellent “spinach”

and also go rather well in salad. 

In days of yore, dandelions 
brought more than visual happiness 
to the owner of a front yard. The 
dandelion blossom can be fermented 
into a wine capable of improving 
one’s outlook upon the lawn, 
dandelions — and indeed, upon life 
itself. 

Most naturalists regard with awe 
the human‘struggle to grow a lawn 
that resembles the green picture ona 
box of grass seed. The fact that is is 
not possible to produce such a 
profusion of grass upon the 
indifferent dirt spread around the 
average home seems never to occur to 
the hopeful. Even if the developer 
failed to find a nearby market for the 
top soil that originally lay on the 
plot, there is little hope. Grass grown 
not upon dirt but upon soil, which is 
far more complex commodity. What 
poor soil originally existed around 
the average New England home has 
been lacerated beyond recovery by 
being scooped up into a pile and then 
thoroughly mixed as it was re-spread 
after the house was constructed. The 
mising destroys the microscopic 
community of bacteria, protozoa and 
similar organisms that mean the dif- 
ference between plain dirt and soil. 

In another century or two, a soil 
profile suitable to grass might 
develop in the average front yard. 
Meanwhile, a lot of interesting plants, 
including dandelins, can be expected 
to thrive in soil that is more suitable 
to them than it is to grass.

Q. What are some ways to cut 
down on mosquitoes on our property 
without resorting to poisons? 

A. One suggestion is to introduce or 
encourage several natural predators 
(toads, birds, fish, mantids, etc.) and to 
use black-light traps around the gar- 
den or pool area. Another is to work 
towards eliminating potential mosqui- 
to breeding places. Mosquito eggs 
cannot hatch unless they are in water. 
Look for standing water on your prem- 
ises, and eliminate it if practical. 

Here are USDA recommendations: 

Remove unneeded, temporary water 
containers. Flatten or dispose of tin 
cans. Place discarded bicycle and 
automobile tires in places where water 
cannot get into them. Fill in tree holes 
with concrete. See that cisterns, cess- 
pools, septic tanks, fire barrels, rain 
barrels, and tubs in which water is 
stored are tightly covered. Empty and 
thoroughly wash birdbaths and pans 
for watering chicks at least once a 
week, Clean out rain gutters. Examine 
flat roofs after rains; be sure no water 
remains on them. Drain or fill in stag- 
nant pools and swampy places. If 
pools cannot be drained or filled in, 
remove debris and floating vegetation. 
Examine stock-watering tanks for 
larvae or pupae once each week or 
oftener; keep them clean; repair leaks. 
Fill around watering devices to pre- 
vent water from standing. Gravel or 
cinders make the best fill, but coarse 
sand may be used. Examine philoden- 
dron and other plants in water in the 
house. Plants potted in soil will not 
breed mosquitoes, but saucers under 
the plants may accumulate enough 
water for breeding. Examine fish 
bowls and aquariums for larvae; not 
all kinds destroy mosquito larvae.
